TRUE DEFICIT 

On a reasonable estimate ‘of 
invisible exports Britain may 
have had a truc deficit at tho 
rate of roughly £200 million 
o year during the last quarter 
ond at the rate of well over 
£300 million a year in March. 

Last year she had a ‘truc 
surplus of £229 million. 

It was known that the surplus: 
could not be maintained, and 
there would be some deficit 
this year, 

But the Government had 
hoped to keep down the deficit 
for 1951 as a whole to £100 
million for sbockpiling—Reuter.
